A  Third  Life  for  the  Gaiety  Theatre?

According  to  the  old  saying,  a 
cat  has  nine  lives.  Well,  those  fol¬ 
lowing  the  seemingly  ever- 
unfolding  story  of  Chinatown's 
Gaiety  Theatre  must  be  wonder¬ 
ing  if  the  century-old  theater  at 
665  Washington  St.  is  part  cat 
because  last  month  it  proved  to 
have  at  least  three  lives. 


In  early  December  the  Gaiety 
appeared  doomed.  Its  owner, 
Kensington  Investment 
Company,  was  granted  a  city 
permit  to  demolish  the  building, 
and  many  expected  it  would  be 
razed  by  Christmas  time. 

Then  came  life  number  one: 
The  theater's  abutter,  the  Glass 
Slipper  strip  club,  asked  a  Land 
Court  judge  to  at  least  temporar¬ 


ily  spare  the  Gaiety,  buying  the 
building  a  few  days'  time  while 
the  judge  made  his  decision, 
which  turned  out  to  be  a  denial. 
Again,  the  theater's  life  appeared 
over. 

Then  came  life  number  two: 
An  Appeals  Court  judge  was 
asked  to  review  the  decision  of 
the  Land  Court  judge  -  buying  a

A  group  of  about  50 
Chinatown  residents  —  most  of 
them  elderly  and  many  low- 
income  earners  —  parted  with 
$10  and  $20  bills  this  week  to 
give  to  victims  of  the  Asian 
tsunami  disaster. 

The  residents,  who  gave  a 
total  of  $591  on  Wednesday 
night,  were  called  on  to  give  by 
members  of  the  Chinatown 
Resident  Association,  or  CRA, 
at  its  monthly  meeting.  The 
money  will  go  to  the  Red  Cross. 

"This  shows  how  consider¬ 
ate  you  are,"  said  Marie  Moy  of 
the  Resident  Association.  "A  lot 
of  people  lost  their  families." 

Immediately  after  they  were 
asked  to  give,  residents  lined 
up  to  donate.  One  woman  who 
is  a  manager  and  part  owner  of 
Ming's  Market  in  Chinatown 
dropped  a  $100  bill  in  the  dona¬ 
tion  box. 

"We  all  have  families  and 
we  can  all  relate  to  the  pain  and 
suffering  in  Asia,"  said  Henry

New  Plans  for  the  Silver  Line

In  response  to  community 
concerns  and  at  the  advice  of 
the  federal  government,  the 
MBTA  is  reviewing  new  alterna¬ 
tive  routes  for  underground  bus 
lines  that  will  complete  the  final 
phase  of  the  Silver  Line. 

Phase  3  of  the  Massachusetts 
Bay  Transportation  Authority's 
Silver  Line  will  connect  phase  1, 
which  provides  service  from 
Dudley  Square  to  downtown 
Boston,  and  phase  2,  which  pro¬ 
vides  service  from  South  Station 
to  the  South  Boston  Waterfront 
and  Logan  Airport. 

After  ditching  a  heavily  criti¬ 
cized  plan  to  place  a  Silver  Line 
portal  at  the  site  of  the 
Chinatown  YMCA,  the  MBTA 
proposed  alternatives  over  the 
summer  that  included  running 
tunnels  under  Tremont  and 
Charles  Streets.  Both  tunnels 
would  open  at  a  portal  in 


Silver  Line  bus  traveling  through  Chinatown  and  the  Theater  District  earlier  this  week. 


Chinatown  near  the  New 
England  Medical  Center  and 
extend  to  a  tunnel  under 
Boylston  Street,  which  is  also 
part  of  the  final  phase  of  the 


project. 

After  several  Chinatown  and 
Bay  Village  residents  and  busi¬ 
nesses  expressed  concerns  about 
potential  disruptions  due  to

The  Gaiety  Deserves  a  Fair  Trial 


The  Gaiety  Theatre 
deserves  a  fair  trial. 

Kensington  Investment 
Company,  the  theater7 s 
owner  of  nearly  two 
decades,  plans  to  replace 
the  Gaiety  at  665 
Washington  St.  with  a  30- 
story  apartment  tower.  The 
city  recently  granted 
Kensington  a  permit  to 
demolish  the  theater  with¬ 
out  explaining  how  it 
would  not  violate  a  zoning 
clause  that  prevents  the 
demolition  of  theaters  in 
the  Midtown  Cultural 
District,  such  as  the  Gaiety. 
After  the  city  granted 
Kensington  the  permit,  a 
Land  Court  judge  essential¬ 
ly  OK'd  it,  despite  ongoing 
legal  challenges.  Next 
week,  a  Supreme  Judicial 
Court  judge  will  review  the 
Land  Court  judge's  deci¬ 
sion. 

It's  easy  to  see  why  City 
Hall  seems  not  to  care 
about  the  Gaiety.  From  the 
outside,  the  run-down 
building  appears  nothing 
more  than  an  eyesore. 

But  there's  more  to  the 
Gaiety  than  what  you  see. 

The  theater  was  built  in 
1908  and  was  designed  by 
Clarence  Blackall,  who 


designed  the  Colonial, 
Wilbur  and  other  important 
theaters.  It  remains  the  only 
existing  playhouse  in 
Boston  that  hosted  African 
American  and  integrated 
performances  during  the 
1920's  jazz  age.  Its  bal¬ 
conies,  which  are  support¬ 
ed  by  steel  girders,  allowed 
each  patron  an  unobstruct¬ 
ed  view  of  the  stage.  Its 
fire-proofing  was  consid¬ 
ered  state  of  the  art. 

Important  to  the 
Chinatown  community  is 
that  the  city-approved 
Midtown  Cultural  District 
Plan  calls  for  considering 
the  Gaiety  to  become  an 
Asian  cultural  center.  But 
renovating  the  theater  into 
an  Asian  cultural  center  is 
hardly  being  considered. 
Nor  is  saving  the  theater  as 
part  of  the  effort  to  revive 
Boston's  Theater  District. 
Apparently,  the  only  option 
City  Hall  is  considering  is 
demolition. 

Boston  Inspectional 
Services  at  one  time  said  it 
may  deny  granting 
Kensington  a  demolition 
permit  because  zoning 
Article  38  states  that 
Inspectional  Services  "shall 
not  issue  a  change  of  use  or 


occupancy  permit  for  any 
theater  within  the  Midtown 
Cultural  District  Plan," 
except  under  certain  condi¬ 
tions.  But  Inspectional 
Services  failed  to  explain 
why  it  decided  to  grant  the 
permit  last  month.  The 
Land  Court  judge  whose 
decision  will  be  reviewed 
next  week  agreed  with 
Kensington's  assertion  that 
the  Gaiety  is  no  longer 
legally  a  theater  and  is 
therefore  unprotected.  This 
seems  to  defy  logic.  It 
would  seem  that  a  theater, 
whether  vacant  or  not, 
whether  run-down  or 
newly  built,  is  still  a  the¬ 
ater. 

The  Massachusetts 
Supreme  Judicial  Court 
judge  will  make  the  final 
decision  on  the  Gaiety.  If  he 
decides  zoning  has  been 
complied  with,  then  his 
decision  should  be  respect¬ 
ed.  If  not,  his  decision 
would  show  at  best  a  poor 
interpretation  of  the  law  by 
city  officials  and  at  worst 
an  attempt  to  circumvent 
zoning  law.  Let's  hope  jus¬ 
tice  prevails  for  the  Gaiety 
and  for  this  city's  residents.

Silver  Line  Plans  for  Chinatown

bypass  Chinatown  and 
instead  run  along 
Columbus  Avenue  and 
have  a  portal  at  the  inter¬ 
section  of  Arlington  and 
Berkeley  Streets. 

More  recently,  another 
alternative  has  been  pro¬ 
posed  that  would  combine 
the  Tremont  Street  and 
Charles  Street  routes.  In 
this  proposal,  which  is 
being  reviewed  at  the 
request  of  the  Federal 
Transportation 
Administration,  riders 
coming  from  downtown 
would  start  at  the 
Boylston  Street  tunnel  (at 
the  intersection  of  Charles 
and  Boylston  Streets)  and 
begin  traveling  down  the 
Charles  Street  tunnel.  But 
instead  of  continuing 
under  Charles  Street,  the 
tunnel  would  turn  along 
Stuart  Street  and  then 
along  Tremont  Street,  and 
finally  open  at  a 
Washington  Street  portal, 
between  the  New  England 
Medical  Center  and  the 
DoubleTree  Hotel.  After 
exiting  the  portal,  the  bus 
would  travel  above 
ground.  Riders  coming 
from  Dudley  Square  could 
also  enter  the  portal  to  get 
to  the  Boylston  Street  tun¬ 
nel. 

Previously,  the 
Tremont  Street  and 
Charles  Street  tunnels 
were  to  open  at  either  the 


Washington  Street  portal 
next  to  the  hotel  and  med¬ 
ical  center,  or  a  portal  at 
Elliot  Norton  Park,  near 
Bay  Village.  But  the  latter 
plan,  which  would  have 
permanently  removed  the 
park,  has  been  dropped 
due  to  complaints  from 
residents  and  at  the  advice 
of  state  environmental 
officials. 

The  Washington  Street 
portal,  however,  would 
likely  tie  up  Elliot  Norton 
Park  from  public  use  for 
about  two  years  during 
construction. 

As  for  the  .7  mile-long 
tunnel  running  under 
Boylston  Street,  it  would 
be  the  core  of  the  final 
phase  of  the  Silver  Line 
Project.  The  tunnel  would 
run  from  the  intersection 
of  Boylston  Street  and 
Charles  Street  to  South 
Station.  Near  Chinatown, 
the  core  tunnel  would  be 
accessible  directly  at  the 
Chinatown  Station  MBTA 
Orange  Line  station  and 
the  Boylston  MBTA  Green 
Line  station. 

In  addition  to  objecting 
to  the  previously  pro¬ 
posed  taking  of  Elliot 
Norton  Park,  Chinatown 
residents  and  businesses 
have  also  expressed  con¬ 
cerns  about  the  proposed 
portal  on  Washington 
Street.  The  New  England 
Medical  Center  fears  that 
vibrations  caused  by  con¬ 


struction  of  the  portal 
could  impair  sensitive 
medical  devices  and  that 
the  bus  traffic  could  dis¬ 
rupt  ambulance  access  to 
the  hospital. 

"Anything  that  puts 
patients  at  risk  is  not 
something  that  we  see  as 
an  acceptable  option,"  said 
New  England  Medical 
Center  spokesperson 
Catherine  Bromberg. 

The  MBTA  said  it  has 
hired  a  consultant  to  con¬ 
duct  vibration  tests  to  see 
if  construction  would  dis¬ 
rupt  the  medical  equip¬ 
ment.  In  response  to  con¬ 
cerns  that  ambulances 
would  be  tied  up  in  traffic, 
the  MBTA  funded  a  traffic 
study  that  found  that  spe¬ 
cial  street  signs  and  an 
altered  street  entrance  to 
the  hospital  could 
improve  emergency  access 
to  the  hospital  now  and  if 
the  portal  is  built.  Also, 
the  MBTA  said  it  has  been 
working  with  the  New 
England  Medical  Center 
and  the  Boston 
Transportation 
Department  on  the  matter. 

In  addition  to  the  med¬ 
ical  center's  complaints, 
the  DoubleTree  Hotel, 
which  would  lose  several 
parking  spaces  to  the  por¬ 
tal,  has  predicted  that  the 
noise,  pollution  and  traffic 
disruptions  created  by  the 
construction  of  the  portal 
could  hurt  business  at  the 


hotel. 

Also,  many  in 
Chinatown,  especially 
those  who  live  at  the  near- 
by  Mass  Pike  Towers 
housing  complex,  fear  the 
construction  noises  will 
burden  residents. 

The  MBTA  says  it's  lis¬ 
tening  to  the  community's 
concerns  and  has  revised 
its  plans  in  response.  In 
one  instance,  the  MBTA 
scrapped  an  earlier  plan 
that  would  put  a  portal 
where  the  Wang  YMCA 
now  exists. 

"It's  a  big  project  and 
we  need  to  proceed  with 
caution,"  said  Anna  Yee 
Wong,  a  Chinatown  com¬ 
munity  liaison  for  the 
Silver  Line. 

The  Silver  Line's  devel¬ 
opers  say  the  phase  3  pro¬ 
ject  would  serve  nearby 
city  residents,  about  half 
of  whom  do  not  own  cars 
and  about  a  fifth  of  whom 
are  low-income  earners. 

"Basically,  the 
(Chinatown)  Silver  Line 
portal  contains  the  most 
transit-dependent  popula¬ 
tions  in  Boston,"  said 
Wong. 

Completion  of  the  $750 
million  project  is  slated  for 
2011.

Yee  of  the  Resident 
Association.  "People  need 
fresh  water  and  food." 

According  to  figures 
from  January  5, 155,000 
people  have  died  from  the 
tsunami  and  earthquakes. 
Many  are  missing  or  dead 
in  Burma,  Indonesia,  Sri 
Lanka,  India,  Thailand, 
Somalia,  Malaysia,  and 
Maldives. 


Even  after  a  member  of 
the  Chinatown  Resident 
Association  toured  a  so- 
called  biosafety  level  4  lab 
in  Georgia,  the  association 
still  opposes  a  plan  to  put 
such  a  lab  in  Boston. 

Boston  University  pro¬ 
poses  placing  a  level  4 
biodefense  lab,  which  will 
study  the  most  hazardous 
and  highly  infectious 
pathogens  known,  in  the 
South  End,  a  neighbor¬ 
hood  next  to  Chinatown. 
B.U.  recently  flew  mem¬ 
bers  of  neighborhood 
groups  to  Georgia  to  visit 


a  lab  there. 

Proponents  say  the  lab 
will  find  cures  for  dis¬ 
eases,  many  of  which  can 
double  as  bioterror  agents. 
But  critics  say  the  lab 
could  endanger  city  resi¬ 
dents.  Biosafety  level  4  is 
the  highest  level  of  biolog¬ 
ical  containment  and  to 
work  in  the  lab, 
researchers  must  wear 
full-body  space  suits 
inside  rooms  with  a  nega¬ 
tive  air  pressure.  Ebola 
and  anthrax  are  among 
the  pathogens  studied  in 
level  4  labs. 


B.U.  says  the  lab  will 
be  safe  and  claims  that  no 
level  4  lab  in  the  U.S.  has 
led  to  a  community  out¬ 
break.  Opponents,  howev¬ 
er,  point  out  near-misses 
in  high-level  labs,  like 
when  a  package  of  West 
Nile  virus  burst  in  transit 
at  a  FedEx  facility  in  2003 
and  when  a  Russian 
researcher  was  killed  last 
year  after  pricking  herself 
with  Ebola. 

"All  you  need  is  one 
bad  accident,"  said  Marie 
Moy  of  the  Chinatown 
Resident  Association. 


News  In  Brief 

Congressman  Matsui  Dies 

California  Congressman  Robert  T.  Matsui  died  on 
January  1  of  a  rare  stem  cell  disorder.  He  was  63  years  old. 

Matsui,  a  high  ranking  member  of  the  U.S.  House  of 
Representatives,  was  the  first  Asian  American  to  serve  as 
chairman  of  the  Democratic  Congressional  Campaign 
Committee. 

When  he  was  six  months  old,  Matsui  and  his  family 
were  sent  to  internment  camp  during  World  War  II 
because  they  were  Japanese  Americans. 

Matsui  had  been  battling  a  stem  cell  disorder  called 
myelodysplastic  disorder,  which  prevents  bone  marrow 
from  producing  red  blood  cells,  white  blood  cells,  and 
platelets.  He  was  admitted  to  a  hospital  last  month  with 
pneumonia,  which  developed  as  a  result  of  the  stem  cell 
disorder. 

Police  Announce  Locations  for 
Chinatown  Cameras 

Boston  Police  announced 
recently  where  high-tech 
cameras  will  be  located  in 
Chinatown  in  an  effort  to 
catch  criminals.  The  pro¬ 
posed  locations  are  at  the  fol¬ 
lowing  intersections:  Beach 
Street  and  Harrison  Avenue; 

Washington  and  Kneeland 
Streets;  Beach  and 
Washington  Streets;  Stuart 
and  Tremont  Streets;  Harrison  and  Oak  Street;  Essex  and 
Washington  Streets;  and  Tai  Tung  and  Tyler  Streets.  Police 
plan  to  have  the  cameras  installed  by  February. 

Asian  American  Bank  Starts

Romney  Designates  $45.3  Million  for 
Affordable  Housing 

Governor  Mitt  Romney  will  designate  $45.3  million  in 
state  resources  to  create  and  preserve  564  new  rental 
homes  in  13  Massachusetts  towns  and  cities.  A  majority  of 
those  rental  homes,  551  to  be  exact,  will  be  affordable  to 
low-and  moderate-income  earners.  Four  of  the  housing 
projects  are  located  in  Boston;  none  are  in  Chinatown. 

Just  over  $30  million  of  the  funds  will  be  generated 
through  private  investment  in  exchange  for  10  years  of 
state-administered  federal  low-income  housing  tax  credits. 
The  rest  will  be  awarded  from  the  state  funds  from  the 
Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  and 
MassHousing. 

Helen  Zia  Discusses  the  Chinese

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The  Guy  Behind  "Secret  Asian  Man"

"Secret  Asian  Man" 
doesn't  have  the  super 
strength  of  the  Hulk.  And 
he  can't  fly  like  Superman. 
Heck,  he  can't  even  climb  a 
wall  like  Spiderman. 

But  what  "Secret  Asian 
Man"  lacks  in  the  area  of 
superpowers,  he  makes  up 
for  in  his  one  true  strength: 
the  ability  to  share  real  life 
experiences.  In  short, 
"Secret  Asian  Man"  is  real. 

Over  the  past  five 
years,  the  circulation  of  the 
"Secret  Asian  Man"  comic 
strip  has  grown  from 
about  2,000  to  nearly  half  a 
million.  The  comic  strip, 
which  started  in  the 
Weekly  Dig  newspaper  in 
Boston,  now  appears  in 
newspapers  throughout 
the  country,  such  as  in 
Chicago's  Red  Eye,  the 
Silicone  Valley's  Metro  in 
California,  and  Asian 
Week. 

The  creator  behind  the 
everyman  hero  (or  non¬ 
hero)  is  33-year-old  Tak 
Toyoshima. 

Toyoshima,  the  son  of 
Japanese  immigrants  (who 
are  both  artists  them¬ 
selves),  grew  up  in  New 
York  City  near  Chinatown, 
and  writes  mostly  of  his 
own  experiences  and 
observations.  His  comics 
are  sometimes  controver¬ 
sial  —  such  as  one  strip 
about  God  and  September 
11  that  got  Toyoshima  a 
mailbox  full  of  hate  mail 
and  death  threats  —  and 
sometimes  plain  goofy. 

And  they  are  often  eye¬ 
opening,  such  as  the  one 
referring  to  McDonald's 
efforts  to  market  to  the 
Asian  American  popula¬ 
tion. 

In  addition  to  writing 
"Secret  Asian  Man," 
Toyoshima  is  the  art  direc¬ 
tor  of  the  Weekly  Dig.  On 
January  22,  he  will  present 
his  comic  work  and  dis¬ 
cuss  it  at  the  Cambridge 
Center  for  Adult 
Education. 

Sampan  recently  spoke 
with  Toyoshima: 

Sampan:  How  long  have  you 
been  with  the  Weekly  Dig? 

Toyoshima:  Since  the 
beginning,  before  it  was 
the  Weekly  Dig.  The  same 
group  of  people  (who  are 
at  the  Weekly  Dig)  started 
a  monthly  called  Shovel. 

It  started  in  1999.  It  was

more  artsy,  kind  of  pro¬ 
gressive. ..poetry,  photog¬ 
raphy,  fiction,  illustra¬ 
tion...  We  did  that  for  a 
couple  of  years. 

When  did  you  start  "Secret 
Asian  Man"? 

It  started  in  Shovel  maga¬ 
zine  as  a  two-page  spread. 
It  was  much  more  space 
and  much  more  sequen¬ 
tial,  like  an  actual  comic 
book. 

How  did  you  get  into  comics? 

I  got  a  degree  in  advertis¬ 
ing  at  Boston  University, 
but  I  started  veering  away 
from  that.  I  wanted  to  do 
freelance  illustrations, 
and  I  started  applying 
that  to  a  comic  style.  So,  I 
started  entering  contests... 
with  the  goal  of  landing  a 
job  doing  a  comic  book 
for  Marvel  or  D.C.  Comics 
(two  major  comic  book 
publishers).  But  then  the 
early  1990s  hit,  and  sud¬ 
denly  there  were  indepen¬ 
dent  comic  book  compa¬ 
nies  everywhere.  So  I  sent 
out  submissions  to  all 
these  places,  and  mean¬ 
while,  I  worked  on  my 
own  comic  called 
"Couch."  I  handed  those 
out  at  stores  like  New 
England  Comics.  I 
charged  a  dollar  for  the 
comics.  I  would  be  like 
"hey,  look,  my  stuff's  up 
on  the  shelf,"  and  that 
was  the  reward,  beyond 
the  dollar  I  would  get. 

[Through  creating  that 
comic,  I  landed  a  job 
working  on  "The  Tick" 
comics  (a  major  comic 
published  by  New 
England  Comics).]  I  did 
that  for  about  two  years  or 
so.  That  gave  me  the 
opportunity  to  go  to  San 
Diego  to  go  to  comic  book 
conventions.  I  don't  know 
if  you've  done  that  before 
but  comic  book  conven¬ 
tions  are  as  weird  as  they 
sound. 

Now  I  was  a  big-shot 
guy  with  New  England 
Comics,  and  there's  peo¬ 
ple  coming  up  [to  me  at 
the  conventions].  It  defi¬ 
nitely  felt  good.  But  after 
a  while,  you  realize  that 
they're  not  really  there  for 
you,  they're  there  for  the 
character.  People  are  like 
"can  you  sign  this  [Tick 
merchandise]"  and  I'm 
like,  I  have  nothing  to  do 
with  that.  So  that  kind  of 
is  what  sparked  me  wanti¬ 
ng  to  do  something  on  my 
own.  And  so  I  started 
thinking.  What  could  I 
write  about  that's  kind  of 
meaningful?  [That's  when 
I  started  the  "Secret 
Asian  Man"  comic  strip.] 

How  do  you  come  up  with 
ideas  every  week  for  the 
comic? 

Most  of  it  is  personal 
observations.  I  did  a 
whole  year  called  "The 
Origin  of  Secret  Asian 
Man"  and  basically  that 
was  my  autobiography.  I 
thought,  well,  I'm  going 
to  map  out  my  life  from 
birth.  The  reason  why  I 


wanted  to  do  that  was 
because  I  was  getting  a  lot 
of  visceral  reactions  (to 
"Secret  Asian  Man").  A  lot 
of  people  were  like  "How 
can  you  say  that,  that's 
offensive."  I  got  a  lot  of 
hate  mail.  I  still  get  it.  So, 

I  thought  maybe  people 
need  to  get  a  glimpse  as  to 
where  I'm  coming  from. 

What  is  your  background? 

I  grew  up  in  New  York 
City,  pretty  much  at  Canal 
and  Broadway.  Basically 
all  my  friends  were 
Chinese  from  Chinatown; 
my  elementary  school  was 
in  Chinatown.  I  was  kind 
of  engulfed  into  that,  but 
at  the  same  time,  that  was 
from  more  an  outside  per¬ 
spective  that  I  was 
lumped  in.  Because  the 
Chinese  kids  definitely 
knew  I  wasn't  Chinese.  It 
wasn't  really  a  problem, 
but  every  now  and  then  I 
would  get  weird  reactions 
from  parents,  because  his¬ 
torically,  Chinese  and 
Japanese  don't  get  along 
real  well.  Definitely  there 
was  a  couple  of  kids 
whose  parents  wouldn’t 
let  me  go  to  their  houses. 

You  have  a  wife  and  child, 
correct? 

[I  have  a  child  who's  a 
year-and-a-half  old.]  My 
wife  is  Caucasian,  white, 
a  cracker,  whatever  you 
want  to  call  it.  So,  you 
know,  the  kid's  half.  So 
that's  a  whole  other  world 
to  explore.  That's  another 
thing  that  a  lot  of  future 
comic  strip  ideas  will 
come  out  of.  I'm  more 
mixed  for  nationality,  not 
race.  [My  child]  is  going 
to  have  completely  differ¬ 
ent  experiences  than  I 
had,  so  I  look  forward  to 
seeing  that  and  helping 
him,  and  going  through 
things  for  the  first  time 
along  with  him.  I  did  one 
comic  about  me  teaching 
him  Japanese.  My 
Japanese  is  horrible.  In 
some  ways  I  can  be  the 
ultimate  expert  in 
Japanese,  but  in  another 
way,  man,  I  couldn't  find 
a  bathroom  in  Japan  if  I 
wanted  to. 

How  much  of  Secret  Asian 
Man  is  based  on  your  own 
experiences? 

I  would  say  about  98%  of 
it  is  based  on  things  that 
have  happened  to  me, 
things  that  I've  seen, 
things  that  I've  heard, 
things  that  I've  come  in 
contact  with.  Then  I'll  also 
do  more  national  things, 
but  again  it's  through  my 
personal  observations. 
Like  this  week  I  did  a 
comic  strip  about  the 
tsunami  coverage  in  the 
media. 

The  more  you  talk 
about  things  that  every¬ 
body  knows,  the  more 
people  will  probably  be 
able  to  relate.  But  the  flip- 
side  to  that  is,  the  more 
personal  you  get,  you'd  be 
surprised  at  how  many 
people  [will  relate].  Like 


during  [a  comic  strip  of 
"Secret  Asian  Man,"]  I 
talk  about  how  a  friend  qf 
mine  was  killed  in  col¬ 
lege.  [And  I  got  responses 
from  people  who  said:] 
"My  God,  I  experienced 
the  same  thing,  I  felt  the 
same  way." 

Talk  about  the  tsunami  comic 
strip  you  just  wrote. 

Basically,  it's  my  reaction 
to  the  first  wave  of  news 
coverage.  The  first  face  I 
saw  was  that  blonde  kid 
from  Sweden.  He  held  up 
a  sign  saying  that  he  was 
missing  his  parents.  Why 
is  this  the  face  of  that 
huge  South  Asian 
tragedy?  In  the  back¬ 
ground  you  can  see  all  the 
other  brown  people.  Also, 
you  see  the  people  in  the 
footage  of  the  disaster, 
piles  of  dead  people, 
babies,  faces  down  in  the 
mud.  Beyond  being  just 
upsetting,  you  think  well, 
where  are  all  these  dead 
white  people?  You  never 
see  dead  white  people  in 
the  news.  Right  after  9-11 
happened,  there  were 
bodies  everywhere.  But 
there  was  pretty  much  a 
clampdown  with  the 
media.  Do  you  remember 
any  bodies  on  the  news? 
The  media  has  this  weird 
ethic  that  says  'well,  we 
don't  want  to  show  any 
dead  bodies  because  it's 
disrespectful.'  But  there's 
no  problem  with  [show¬ 
ing]  dead  brown  people. 


Do  you  ever  get  stage  fright 
as  an  artist? 

Typos.  I  feel  horrible 
when  I  get  my  facts 
wrong.  It's  definitely  hap¬ 
pened  a  few  times.  One  of 
the  worst  times  was  when 
I  [wrote]  that  Bangladesh 
was  in  India.  That  was 
just  dumb. 

As  the  comic  grows,  do  you 
feel  that  you  have  a  social 
responsibility? 

Ultimately  my  responsi¬ 
bility  is  to  myself.  If  I 
start  veering  away  from 
how  I  feel  or  what  I 
believe,  that's  irresponsi¬ 
ble.  I've  got  to  focus  on 
what  I  feel,  not  just  what  I 
think  people  would  like, 
or  what  they  would  enjoy 
or  what  they  want  to  hear. 
That's  the  daily  comic 
strips;  that's  crap.  I  am  an 
Asian  American.  I  do  this 
strip.  There's  no  lie  or 
catering  or  anything  like 
that. 


What  are  you  going  to  talk 
about  at  the  Cambridge 
Center  for  Adult  Education 
on  January  22? 

I'm  pretty  much  going  to 
present  the  most  reaction¬ 
getting  slides  as  well  as 
get  reactions  from  the 
audience.  My  biggest, 
hope  is  that  we  don't  get 
to  finish  all  the  slides 
because  we'll  be  in  such 
deep  discussion  that  we'll 
get  only  two  or  three  in. 
But  I'm  prepared  to  have  a 
stone-cold  silent  crowd  as 
well. 

But  I  have  a  knack  for 
picking  on  the  audience 
and  trying  to  get  what 
they're  really  thinking.

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Third  Judge  to  Decide  Gaiety's  Fate

bit  more  time  for  the 
Gaiety  before  that  second 
judge  decided  to  uphold 
the  decision  of  the  first.  By 
the  morning  of  December 
30,  the  theater's  demise 
seemed  certain. 

...Until  life  number 
three:  A  final  request  for 
appeal  at  the  Supreme 
Judicial  Court  resulted  in  a 
few  more  days  --  and  pos¬ 
sibly  more  --  for  the 
Gaiety. 

Last  week  Associate 
Justice  Francis  Spina  of  the 
Supreme  Judicial  Court 
called  for  a  hearing,  which 
will  likely  be  January  11,  to 
review  whether  the  earlier 
decision  by  the  Land  Court 
judge  was  correct.  If  the 
single  justice  review  by 
Associate  Justice  Spina 
finds  that  the  earlier  judge 
erred,  the  Gaiety  could  be 
around  for  a  while.  If  he 
decides  the  lower  judge 
didn't  err,  time  will  likely 
be  up  for  the  1908  theater. 

A  lawyer  for 
Kensington  Investment 
Company  said  he  feels  the 
earlier  decision  allowing 
demolition  was  right,  but 
that  he  respects  the  Glass 
Slipper's  right  to  appeal. 
Theater  preservationists, 
meanwhile,  saw  the  hear¬ 
ing  as  a  glimmer  of  hope. 

"I'm  allowing  myself  a 
little  bit  of  optimism,"  said 
theater  preservationist  Lee 
Eiseman,  who  has  worked 
for  nearly  three  years  to 
save  the  Gaiety. 

Judge  Keith  Long  of  the 
Massachusetts  Land  Court 
denied  the  Glass  Slipper's 
request  to  preserve  the  the¬ 
ater  despite  unresolved  lit¬ 
igation  surrounding  the 
building's  proposed 
replacement,  a  30-story 
apartment  tower  called 
Kensington  Place.  The 
Glass  Slipper  would  also 
be  replaced  by  the  residen¬ 
tial  high-rise  and  is  fight¬ 
ing  in  court  for  its  proper¬ 
ty- 

The  boarded-up  Gaiety 
Theatre  has  received  sup¬ 
port  from  a  group  of  the¬ 
ater  preservationists  and 
some  members  of  the 
Chinatown  community 
who  feel  the  Kensington 
Place  apartment  tower 
would  be  out  of  scale  and 
out  of  character  with  the 
neighborhood.  City  Hall 


and  members  of  the 
Chinatown  Neighborhood 
Council  have  supported 
the  demolition  of  the 
Gaiety,  though  the  city  had 
earlier  approved  a  commu¬ 
nity  plan  suggesting  the 
theater  be  preserved  as  an 
Asian  cultural  center. 

When  requesting  that 
Judge  Long  spare  the 
Gaiety,  the  Glass  Slipper's 
lawyer  argued  that  the 
zoning  for  the  Midtown 
Cultural  District  where  the 
theater  is  located  prevents 
the  demolition  of  theaters 
such  as  the  Gaiety.  The 
club's  lawyer  also  argued 
that  the  Glass  Slipper  has 
an  interest  in  seeing  its 
neighbor  comply  with  zon¬ 
ing,  and  that  the  club 
would  be  harmed  if  the 
Gaiety  is  demolished. 

In  his  16-page  denial. 
Judge  Long  agreed  that  the 
zoning  preserves  theaters 
in  the  Midtown  Cultural 
District  but  that  the  Glass 
Slipper  wouldn't  be 
harmed  by  the  theater's 
demolition.  In  addition. 
Long  found  that  the  Gaiety 
is  no  longer  a  theater  as 
defined  by  the  area's  zon¬ 
ing,  leaving  it  unprotected. 
Zoning  Article  38  of  the 
Midtown  Cultural  District 
defines  a  theater  as  a  "facil¬ 
ity  equipped  for  the  pro¬ 
duction  and  presentation 
of  performing  and  visual 
arts  events"  but  Long,  who 
visited  the  theater  before 
making  his  decision,  found 
that  the  Gaiety  has  "not 
been  used  as  a  theater, 
equipped  for  use  as  a  the¬ 
ater,  or  legally  capable  of 
being  used  as  a  theater" 
since  at  least  1988. 

Long  stated  that  the 
run-down  Gaiety  "exists  as 
a  'theater'  only  in  the  imag¬ 
ination." 

The  attorney  for  the 
Glass  Slipper,  however, 
contends  that  Long  should 
not  have  determined  that 
the  Gaiety  isn't  a  theater 
without  an  evidentiary 
hearing  first.  He  also  said 
that  zoning  Article  38, 
because  it  refers  to  a  city 
plan  that  specifically  rec¬ 
ognizes  the  Gaiety,  should 
still  protect  the  theater. 

In  addition,  theater 
preservationists  who  call 
themselves  the  Gaiety 
Theatre  Friends  have 
pointed  out  that  famed 
theater  architect  Clarence 


on  December  30.  Hours  later,  a  Supreme  Judicial  Court 
judge  requested  the  Kensington  hold  from  demolishing 
the  Gaiety  until  he  decides  whether  a  lower  court's 
decision  to  allow  demolition  is  correct.

Blackall  designed  the 
Gaiety  and  that  many  of 
the  features  that  make  a 
theater  a  theater  —  such  as 
a  stage  and  balconies  — 
still  exist  in  the  building. 

In  addition,  the  Gaiety 
Friends  have  noted  that 
Blackall,  who  designed  the 
Wang  and  the  Colonial 
Theatre,  created  the  Gaiety 
to  feature  balconies  that 
allow  patrons  unobstruct¬ 
ed  views  of  the  stage,  to  be 
fortified  with  advanced 
fire  safety  protections,  and 
to  provide  high-quality 
acoustics. 

During  a  hearing  before 
Long,  the  Glass  Slipper's 
lawyer  also  pointed  out 
that  Inspectional  Services, 
the  city  department  that 
issues  demolition  permits, 
even  called  the  Gaiety  a 
"Theater"  in  the  demolition 
permit. 

"Kensington  says  that 
this  notation  is  a  mistake," 
wrote  Long,  "and  I  agree." 
Long's  decision  found  that 
the  use  of  the  Gaiety  had 
changed  over  a  decade  ago 
and  that  the  building  is  no 
longer  a  theater  and  that 
"the  theater's  seats,  patron 
restrooms,  performer 
dressing  rooms,  ticket 
booth,  and  other  essential 
facilities  had  all  disap¬ 
peared  by  1980..." 

Long  also  stated  that 
demolishing  the  theater 
would  not  counter  public 
interest.  "Indeed,"  Long 
wrote,  "the  City  of  Boston, 
the  Boston  Zoning 
Commission,  and  the 
Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  are  in  favor  of 
the  building's  demolition." 

As  for  the  unresolved 
lawsuits  challenging 
Kensington's  tower,  oppo¬ 
nents  argue  that  the 
Planned  Development 
Area  (PDA)  zoning  desig¬ 
nation  that  Kensington 
was  granted  by  the  city  is 
illegal  because  PDAs, 
which  allow  developers  to 
bypass  zoning  height  lim¬ 
its,  are  reserved  for  devel¬ 
opment  sites  of  one  acre  or 
more  in  size.  To  create  the 
acre,  Kensington  claimed 
that  streets,  sidewalks  and 
its  neighbor's  property  are 
part  of  the  development 
site.  Also,  the  Glass  Slipper 
is  suing  to  save  its  proper¬ 
ty  from  a  proposed  emi¬ 
nent  domain  taking.  The 
strip  club  has  been  located 
in  the  city's  only  district 
allowing  adult  entertain¬ 
ment  for  nearly  two 
decades. 

The  Gaiety,  which  was 
suggested  in  the  city- 
approved  Midtown 
Cultural  District  Plan  to 
become  an  Asian  cultural 
center,  is  Boston's  last 
existing  playhouse  to  have 
featured  integrated  and 
African  American  perfor¬ 
mances  during  the  jazz  age 
of  the  1920s.  Those  perfor¬ 
mances  included  ED.  E. 
Daley's  "Rarin'  to  Go"; 
"Dancing  Around"  with 
Buck  and  Bubbles;  and 
Leon  De  Costa's  "Kosher 
Kitty  Kelly." 


The  Gaiety:  A  Timeline  o  f  Recent  Events 

2003 

March  -  Boston  Landmarks  Commission  issues  its  study  report  on  the  Gaiety,  which 
does  not  support  the  theater  becoming  a  landmark. 

April  8  -  The  Gaiety  Theatre  Friends  issue  a  "rebuttal  report"  in  response  to  the 
Landmarks  Commission's  report. 

April  22  -  The  Boston  Landmarks  Commission  declines  granting  the  Gaiety  Theatre 
a  landmark  status,  but  does  say  that  the  theater  "deserves  to  be  preserved."  The 
Landmarks  Commission's  decision  comes  two  weeks  after  a  meeting  at  which  a  group 
of  preservationists,  architectural  historians,  journalists,  Chinatown  residents,  and  oth¬ 
ers  testified  in  favor  of  preserving  the  theater,  while  members  of  Historic  Boston,  the 
Boston  Society  of  Architects,  and  a  Chinatown  Neighborhood  Council  leader  testified 
against  landmarking  the  theater. 

October  21  -  The  fire  department  files  a  criminal  complaint  against  Kensington, 
ordering  it  to  "install  a  complete  automatic  sprinkler  system"  in  the  vacant  Gaiety,  as 
required  by  state  law.  Upon  learning  that  Kensington  had  been  planning  to  demolish 
the  theater  to  make  way  for  its  proposed  apartment  tower,  the  fire  department  agrees  a 
month  later  to  transfer  the  criminal  case  to  civil  court,  as  long  as  Kensington  can  show 
it  would  demolish  the  building  by  March  31  of  2004. 

2004 

March  31  -  Kensington  does  not  demolish  the  Gaiety  as  earlier  proposed,  but 
instead  sends  updates  to  the  Fire  Department  of  its  "progress"  towards  demolition, 
such  as  when  it  plans  to  cut  and  cap  utilities. 

May  -  The  Gaiety  appeared  closer  to  demolition  than  ever  when  Kensington 
Investment  Company  began  draining  standing  water  from  the  basement  of  the  theater 
and  started  asbestos  removal.  At  the  time,  Kensington  claimed  that  the  Boston  Fire 
Department  has  "required  that  the  building  be  demolished"  but  the  Boston  Fire 
Department  denied  that  and  shortly  after  Kensington  sent  out  a  'clarification'  letter. 

September  3  -  Boston  Inspectional  Services  Department  issues  a  stop  work  order 
after  preservationists  complain  that  Kensington  is  starting  demolition  work  by  remov¬ 
ing  windows  and  roofing  material.  Later  an  Inspectional  Services  spokesperson  said 
the  stop  order  was  issued  because  "they  were  removing  the  windows  and  they  [did] 
not  have  the  permits  to  remove  the  windows."  Kensington  is  ordered  to  board  up  the 
windows  and  seal  the  roof  where  material  had  been  taken  off.  Kensington  says  the 
materials  were  removed  as  part  of  asbestos  removal.  The  same  month  Kensington  is 
cited  for  having  water  in  the  basement. 

October  1  -  Inspectional  Services  tells  the  Sampan  that  the  department  might  deny 
granting  Kensington  a  demolition  permit  if  it  requests  one.  Zoning  governing  the 
Midtown  Cultural  District  where  the  theater  is  located  states  that  Inspectional  Services 
"shall  not  issue  a  change  of  use  or  occupancy  permit  for  any  theater  within  the 
Midtown  Cultural  District  Plan,"  except  under  certain  conditions.  Inspectional  Services 
said  it  could  deny  Kensington  a  demolition  permit  because  of  the  zoning  clause  but 
that  the  developer  would  have  the  right  to  go  to  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals,  which 
could  vote  to  grant  a  variance  for  the  clause. 

November  10  -  A  Boston  Housing  Court  judge  presiding  over  the  ongoing  sprin¬ 
kler  installation  lawsuit  between  the  Boston  Fire  Department  and  Kensington 
Investment  Company  said  at  a  hearing  that  he  needed  more  information  before  making 
any  decisions  on  the  case  and  that  he  didn't  want  to  have  to  "read  between  the  lines"  of 
what  he  was  being  told  by  the  fire  department  and  Kensington.  The  judge  called  for 
another  hearing. 

November  24  -  Kensington  applied  to  Inspectional  Services  for  a  demolition  per¬ 
mit  to  take  down  the  Gaiety. 

December  8  -  The  Boston  Housing  Court  judge  orders  that  if  Kensington 
Investment  Company  cannot  demolish  the  century-old  Gaiety  Theatre,  it  might  have  to 
equip  the  building  with  a  sprinkler  system.  The  judge  gives  Kensington  60  days  to 
either  apply  for  a  deadline  extension,  allowing  it  more  time  to  install  sprinklers;  to  sub¬ 
mit  a  plan  to  install  sprinklers  in  the  Gaiety;  or  to  show  it  was  demolished. 

December  9,  4:50  p.m.  -  Susan  Rice  of  Inspectional  Services  announces  that  the 
department  will  be  issuing  a  demolition  permit  for  the  Gaiety  Theater  on  December  10. 
Kensington,  said  Rice,  shall  not  begin  work  earlier  than  Friday,  December  17. 
Inspectional  Services  does  not  return  several  phone  calls  from  the  Sampan  asking  the 
department  to  explain  its  decision. 

December  16  -  Judge  Keith  C.  Long  of  the  Massachusetts  Land  Court  hears  testi¬ 
mony  for  and  against  delaying  the  demolition  of  the  Gaiety  at  the  request  of  the  Glass 
Slipper,  an  abutter  of  the  Gaiety.  The  Glass  Slipper  had  several  ongoing  lawsuits  filed 
to  challenge  Kensington's  project  and  the  city's  plans  to  take  by  eminent  domain  the 
Glass  Slipper's  property  for  Kensington. 

December  21  -  Judge  Long  denies  granting  an  injunction.  The  developer  is 
allowed  to  continue  with  planned  demolition.  An  Appeals  Court  judge  upholds  Long's 
decision  shortly  after. 

December  30  -  Construction  workers  are  seen  outside  the  Gaiety  in  the  early  after¬ 
noon,  but  by  late  afternoon  Associate  Justice  Francis  Spina  of  the  Supreme  Judicial 
Court  called  for  a  hearing  (for  January  11)  to  review  whether  the  earlier  decision  by  the 
Land  Court  Judge  Long  should  be  upheld.
